Deductions for depreciation form 
an important item in the return of 
many taspayers, and are the sub- 
ject of frequent Vnquiries.

He claims for himself a 
liberty which interferes with another’s free 
dom. We are all linked so interchange 
ably in a common destiny that it is quite 
easy to infringe upon the rights of others 
while pursuing freedom for ourselves. 
Through the expansions of an elastic con- 
sciousness the ideal could be reached so 
easily—if the other humanity would not 
persist in getting in the way. The race of 
men being what it is, naturally there must 
be a restraining law to prevent a species 
of vandalism or an iconoclasm of sacred 
wghts. When one regards this law as a 
useless fetter upon his liberties he is verg- 
ing upon a dangerous position. 
The universe is founded upon law—and 
governed by it. Each atom and molecule 
obeys that law and within it is at liberty 
to work out its destiny to the fullest extent 
compatible with those cosmic bounds. In 
obeying it there is no interference with the 
evolution and organism of the other atoms 
and molecules. Harmony results. It is 
when an atom or a comet strays beyond 
its proper sphere and interferes with the 


In carrying out the analogy it is obvious 
that going off on a tangent never secures 
true liberty or freedom. One is suddenly 
brought up against forces with which he 
had not reckoned. Other and greater re- 
strictions would swiftly follow. 

We are all held in bondage to something, 
however we may boast of our freedom. If 
everything in this world is relative, it is 
apparent that freedom cannot be an abso- 


reason, of individual development of the 


to something else which either encourages 
or restrains. As we naturally resent 
shackles arbitrarily imposed it is quite evi- 
dent that our inherent instinct for freedom 
is a normal one. Up to a certain point it 
should be encouraged. Humanity is quite 
within its rights when it refuses to bow to 
any dictum or flat which enslaves the mind 
or conscience. Many bright intelligences 
refuse affilia with societies which im- 
pose rules of action more or less unreason- 
able upon their members. It ma be mere- 
ly dogmas of belief or opinion, certain for- 
mulas and tenets to which they are bound 
to adhere and which limit individual growth 
and development. To be a free spirit or, in 
terms of heraldic nomenciature, a “free 
lance,” seems to be a necessity for some in 
their journey through life. Their restric- 
tions must be self-imposed——not arbitrarily 
assigned to them by a would-be leader or 
set of leaders. | 
One of these started out some years ago 
to head a cult. His hobby was “individual 
development.” He denounced in contemp- 
tuous terms the “God-guided automatons” 
of the old Hebraic line of Seth. He held 
up for emulation the Sons of Cain”—who 


refused all ing strings and became a 
law unto ves. ‘In their lawless 
course thro ut the ages they were, to 


this would-be leader, a shining example of 
“individual development” unrestrained by a 
divine and beneficent intelligence. This 
man's ideas were as erratic as his subse- 
quent course proved to be. His phantasma- 
goria of lawless liberty vanished when he 
suddenly wrenched from the disillusioned 
minds under his teaching all individual and 
personal freedom. He attempted an amaz- 
ing thing for a “progressive thinker’’—es- 
tablished a sort of “confessional” among 
his adherents. He made it obligatory upon 
those who had taken a certain degree in 
his alleged school of occultism to report in 
minutest detail every remembered act and 
thought—at stated periods. He who flouted 
and held up to ridicule those who held to 
the traditions of an age-long hierarchy es- 
tablished one of ‘his own. The students 
under his training were quickly reduced to 
the position of “man-guided automatons,” 
thus gaining nothing and losing much. 
This “leader” became as bigoted and fa- 
natical a sealot in his particular line as the 
most empirical of those he denounced. His 
stunt was too raw even for the progressive 
cult he aspired to guide. In a short time he 
had lost the brightest minds from his ranks. 
Slavery to anything which ‘deprives one of 
the power of thought, of the dictates of 


best within him is an abnormal and wretch- 
ed condition which is properly resented. 
Liberty of conscience, liberty of action with- 
in the law is a divine right. : 

Freedom is an ideal which humanity set 
for itself when it emerged from the slavery 
of past ages. Possibly it is a vestigial 
trace—a survival of memories burst into 
the consciousness... Within certain bounds 
it is an instinct to be encouraged and fos- 
tered. Outside of those bounds it becomes 
license and is to be dealt with as any law- 
less infringement of the rights of others 
should be. While he claims freedom for 
himself one must never forget that there 
are racial ties and obligations which can- 
not be ignored. While a part of humanity, 
liberty for one must include liberty for the 
other units in the great whole. License 
without law is the standard of criminal 
vandalism. “Liberty under law” is the ideal 
for thinking, intelligent human beings.

point of view ſt leaves nothing to 
be desired.

They know exactly 
how it works—being fully informed | 
upon those weaknesses of ours 
which the experts have so gently 
pointed out to us. So, while we 
are smiling with superior loving 
firmness at them, they are smil- 
ing with still more loving firmness 
at us. We must make no unwise, 
weak concessions to them—there 
is nothing so fatal as setting dan- 
gerous precedents.

DRY LAW AGENT ASKS HELP 


Robert C. Avery, probibitién en- 
forcement agent in charge here, is- 


sued an appeal yesterday, urging 
the public to work for prohibition 


enforcement and shoulder re- 
sponsibilities with the officers in 
one of the greatest conflicts that 
ever engaged the people of this 
country. The appeal says: 

“There are many earnest men in 
the Federal enforcement ranks 
and many representatives in the 
halls of Congress who stand for 
and fight for law enforcement. Let 
those at home prove what they 
profess by positive and definite ef- 
fort to combat law violation and 
government decay. Positive evi- 
dence and not simply rumors and 
hearsay is the way to accomplish- 
ment. If those who can afford it 
will pay the expense of special 
workers to obtain evidence in par- 
ticular cases we willy recommend 
the workers who have been mak- 
ing good in that respect. 

Agents of this office have tak- 
en money out of their own pockets 
rather than let certain cases go 
by. Enforcement agents have no 
special fund for that-purpose and 
cannot meet the many calls for 
lack of Men. To understand what 
the struggle for enforcement means 
the public must take a hand. They 
should realize also that the condi- 
tions relating to prohibition en- 
forcement are normal in this city 
and district in that whenever of- 
ficials undertake to enforce law 


and regulate the habits of people, 
law defiers and violators, vicious; 
who strive more for 


the slightest mistake and 
defects in policy or method. 

“They do this to discredit serv- 
ants striving to perform their du- 
ties before the public for order 
and decency. Twenty to fifty tips 
reach our office daily by letter, 
phone or personal interview and 
we appreciate the spirit and fact 
of such co-operation, but let it be 
known that one or two cases with 
absolute evidence in hand will ac- 
complish more than fifty tips when 
we lack facilities for developing 
necessary evidence for prosecution 
on the tips. With our present 
force about all we can do is to 
take care of cases brought to us 
with positive evidence in hand. 
worse than no prosecution com- 
menced. * 

“It is but fair to enforcement 
agents and the public alike to un- 
derstand the limit of possibilities 
in following up the many calls for 
prosecution, even though dy- 
standers did all they could to as- 
sist. The Les Angeles enforce- 
ment office is receiving splendid 
co-operation from many county 
and municipal enforcement of-

C. Harold Powell, Back from 


Washington, Optimistic. 


Agricultural Conference is 
Declared Success. 


Agrarians Told Basic Steps 
to Aid Themselves. 


Back from the National Agricul- 


tural Conference in Washi 
where he delivered an add on 
co-operative marketing and the 


influence of price-fixing before 
several hundred delegates from 
all the States in the Union, G. 
Harold Powell, general manager 
of the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange, declared yesterday that 
the meeting was a triumphent suc- 
cess, wherein radical tendencies 
were eliminated and a constructive, 
conservative and progressive pro- 


gram mapped out. 

After the thirteen general com- 
missions, composed of twenty to 
seventy-five recognized authorities, 
had held a series of conferences. 
the general conference reached 
the the conclusion that there can 
be no short cut by legisiation for 
the improvement of the present 
agricultural depression, Mr. 
Powell stated last night. 

The meeting, he aaserted, went 
into all phases of agricultural life 
and the basic industries which 
tear upon its prosperity, itcluding 
manufacturers of farrh supplies, 
bankers and educators, together 
with irrigation and drainage ex- 


conclusions reached at this meet- 
ing was that the government and 
each individual State must enact 
legislation looking toward a better 
adaptation of the modern banking 
system, and that the right of 
farmers to combine, with proper 
safeguards, for the purpose of 
growing and marketing their 
crops, must be recognized. 


MUST HELP THEMSELVES. 

“The greatest which will 
resuit from the conference in the 
near future.“ asserted Mr. Powell, 
“was the discussion of basic steps 
which the farmers in all lines must 
soon take to help themselves. Not 
only did the conference direct the 
attention of farmers to their own 
problems, but it developed conclu- 
sions which, I feel sure, will re- 
‘sult in a more sympathetic atti- 
tude on the part of the public.”
